REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests favorable consideration of the present application in

After amending the claims as set forth above, claims 53-68 are now pending in this 
application. Of these claims, 53, 60, 67 and 68 are independent. Applicant has canceled 
claims 1-52 without prejudice or disclaimer. Applicant reserves the right to file continuation 
or divisional applications drawn to the canceled claims. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph 
Claims 37-52 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, as allegedly failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement in that the claims(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art 
to which it pertains or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention.

Although Applicant does not agree with the Examiner's arguments, claims 37-52 have 
been cancelled, thus making this objection moot. Applicant respectfully submits that the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C §1 12, first paragraph, should be withdrawn.
